(1) Svadon and Bggggg 

Doe to severe weather conditions, final assessment and possible recruitment 
of two wartime managers and one w/T operator for the GHBLAMEG 5 & B lines 
has been necessarily postponed. 

(2) guerrilla Warfare 

Ike principal agent of the GHLAUBCH organisation is currently preparing his 
proposal for future GBIAUHCH activity. Ho will want to renew contact with 
group loaders and generally increase the activity of the project. At the 
present time, it is Headquarters opinion, with which the Field generally 
agrees, that increased activity would be unwise. The future status of 
QHLilfflGH will be resolved in the near future.

objective e. 03EUQ0M envisages the establishment of multi-purpose 
assets which might be used in time of war fop guerrilla warfare, £ & E, 
sabotage, resistance, etc. 

Since six of the eight areas lie along or near the E & £ line and 
since most of the proposed locations for QRLAOBJGH resistance groups 
are in the vicinity of USEUCOM areas, we have alreac^r satisfied almost 
all of the minimum tTSEDCOM requirements. The bulk of future paramilitary 
activity is aimed at filling in the E & B line, so that the planned 
enphasis of activity will directly increase our ability to satisfy 
customer requirements. The field has been instructed to assess the 
"across the board" capabilities of present E & E assets and future 
candidates for E & £ recruitment .
